There 
arc probably many iu the .North who, if tbe 
institution of slavery could be separated from 
other rights aud its destruction would pro- 
mote tbe restoration of Ike Union, would 
view it with favor, As the question exists, 
however, it is so involved with other rights, 
that wc cau't see bow a person, though wo 
are not one, who viewed the institu- 
tion both as a moral and social evil, would 
oppose iu destruction by any proposed p lau 
as fatal to a constitutional Unio j, or a L ai ju 
of State i through tbe people comprising them. 

By tbe unanimous consent of all parlies in 
tbc last election, It was held that slavery 

a 1" hi institution, not Federal. 

The party which elected Mr. Lincoln held 
that it was protected, except by the fugitive 
slave law, by the States only, aud aimed t > 
confine it to those States where it existed. 

Tbe Democrats held it to be purely local, 
and that the people of either States or territo- 
ries had a right to establish if. 

Tbc Breckinridge party claimed, not that the 
Federal authority, but the people of the terri- 
tory, when forming a S .ate Constitution, could 
determine whether it should be established or 
not. 

All these were maintained ttrmly by all pir 
lies, and consequently a Stale alone can settle 
the question. 

It is too late now for any one to call it any- 
thing but a State or local institution; and it is 
unquestionable that the Federal authority, 
which bad no authority to establish, cannot 
have tbe correlative rigbt to destroy it. 

Tnerefore, such a person as we have spoken 
ot might very well say that, while be opposes 
slavery in tbe abstract, it is protected as 
a Slate right, and is therefore proof against 
Federal authority to destroy it. It can neither 
be established nor overthrown without com- 
mitting a breach of States rights ; aud that 
caunot be done without the destruction of the 
most firm ligtmeut that binds tbe States iu 
the Uuiou. 

But it is ra id tbe President's proposition is 
for the Si ties to abolish slavery themselves 
and be remunerated by tbe General Govern- 
ment. This is auswered that there la uo rigbt 
granted in the Federal Constitution to pur- 
chase from the States the negroes, nor any righ t 
of the Slates to sell. Such a contract would 
bind neither party. Tbe Slates could repudi- 
ate, at any lime, tbe obligttiou, and tbe Gene- 
ral Government, at any- time, repudiate tb<; 
debt. This branch of the subject we can, how- 
ever, otnit discussing, as a radical Congress 
has just refused any remuneration to Missouri 
which accepted the proposition. 

We are thus forced Into tbe States them- 
selves. But if a State is ready to vote for 
emancipation for the purpose of maiulaiuing 
her position in tbe Union, she is very certaiu 
to be for remaining unconditionally. She cin 
remain iu the Union with or without slavery 
as ebe please*, an t emancipation has no bear- 
ing upon her loyalty. 

etate ol the case, that the Southern States are 
r.pposed to emancipation. What would bi 
tbe effect of the President's proclamation* or 
any exercise of Federal authority to euforce it* 
Certainly tbe States would rather come 
back unconditionally than with such a con- 
dition as this hanging around their neeks. 

Tbu=, a citizen morally opposed to tbe In- 
stitution of slavery might well disapprove of 
the exercise of Federal authority in this mat- 
ter on tbe 6oIe ground that it made a new con 
dition, aud one to which tbe Southern Slates 
wtre unalterably opposed. It increased tbe 
hostility to tbe Union, and thereby the proba- 
bility of its restoration. 

For these reasons 8UL-h a citizen as Gov. 
Johnson, or one who goes further, might well 
say lbat,<ts au abstract question between the res- 
toration of tbe Uuion and slivery, he would 
choose the former, but that so far from their 
being incompatible, they were essential to tbe 
Union. In the first place, because an attack 
upon the Unioa was au attack upou the Slates, 
iu which many other rights were garuered 
essential to tbe Uuion, and because 6ucb an 
attack aroused another uuqueuchable feeling 
of resistance to the Union. 

Thus we take Gov. Johnsou's remark iu 
connection with his opposition to tbe opera- 
lion of the oroclamatiou in Tennessee 
to bu merely an illustration of his devo- 
tion to the Union, and not as a declar- 
ation of any desire to see such a suicidal pol- 
icy eulorced. It contrasts well, however, with 
the altitude of those who now applaud and 
misrepresent bim, who would rather sec Ihe 
Uuion sunk into eternal perdition, than to see 
it restored as it was, with slavery rightly pro- 
tected in the slave States.

Ibuioation.— The average fall or water In 
this climate is ubout 36 inches, orabout 12,000 
hogsheads to tbe acre. Most of this being 
allowed to run oil' into the streams, men claim 
that irrigation is impossible, in most situations, 
for waul of water. This is called a very en- 
lightened country, but we have many things 
yet to learn from the old world. Even the 
iguoraul Iiulians might leach us. They could 
show our farmers soinc cheap aud feasible 
modes of saving Ibis surplus water until times 
of drouth. But the ruuninp: off of this water 
is not the worst; it carries ofla vast amount ol 
matter needed for the nutritiou ot plinle. 
Freqneutl} ruore manure is thus lost than all 
that is saved by most farmers in the usua' 

Tnoie farmers, not too mueh prejudiced 
against book tarmiug, may read to advautage 
an elaborate article ou irrigation la the agri- 
cultural volume ot the Pate.rt Office report of 
I860. Mechi, an agricultural retormer in 
England, claims to have proved that manure 
cau be distributed far cheaper in water thau 
any other way. Tbe water, after passing 
through his manure heaps, U distributed to 
different reservoirs on bis farm through pipes, 
where it is used for irrigitlag purposes by 
various modes. Tbe climate in Italy, where 
irrigation is considered a necessity, is much 
like our own. We believe the tiuia will come, 
and that not very long hence, wheu farmers 
will be willing to put themselves to a little 
trouble, and uot consider it uuwise to Incur 
soma expense, in order to render certaiu good 
crops, instead of recklessly running their 
chances of losiug half or three quarters of 
their crops, as they now frequently do by 
drouth

We have received a number of reports of 
Union meetings held in various couuties iu the 
Slate to appoint delegates to the State Conven- 
tion to he held in this city on the 18th instant, 
and which plainly indicate the prevailing sen- 
timent of our people touching the subjects 
now vitally concerning our couutry.

The enemy huve given furloughs to April 1, 
sud arc rapic ]y calling in all iheir soldiers. 
Maruiaduke's forces are recalled. When last 
heard from be was a». Arkndclpbia. Snelby's 
brigada. of MarmaduUe's command, was at 
Batesville, apparently preparing lor some 
movement. Brooks' brigade, including Car- 
roll's regiment, is at Van Burcn, and numbers 
some twelve hundred, men, They have a bat- 
tery of tour brass uleece — two oi them fitted, 
good gun?. Carroll's regiment, five hundred 
meo, crossed tbe Arkansas aud moved off 
southward a week ago, in consequence of tbe 
rumor of an approaching Federal scouL The y 
regrvMeu and entered Van Buren again last 
•radey. 

The troops near Fort Smith changed camps 

four days ago, part removing to a position 
two miles Irom Fort Smith, and beyond the 
powder mill, aud the rest encamping between 
Fort Smith and Van Buren, 

A-ide from Brooks' command, their force 
i* composed of the debris of five infantry 
regiments, with Irom four hundred to nine 
hundred men for duty. At Little Rock they 
have five regiments of infantry. 

The enemy held Clarksvillc, though they 
have made several stampedes from that place 
on tbc reported approach of our scouting 
parly. Their passage from Clarksville to Fort 
Smith \i over the debatcable ground, and they 
move swiftly and rarely. 

The rebel hospital at Cane Hill proved to bo 
a den of spies within our lines, tho patients 
having been detected in sending dispatches to 
i heir coin mantling officer at Fort Smith, cou 
muuicatlng important intelligence. The order 
has ban issued lor the removal of the hospi- 
tal across the Arkansas within five days, and 
it bas been placed under a severe watch. 

Fort Smiih and Van Buren were in a starv- 
ing condition, but the enemy at last succeeded 
lu runuing eevcral cargoes of corn to their 
relief. Forces sent to capture the supplies 
fdled solely on account of the impassable 
mud, iu which tbc horses sank to the belly. 

Meanwhile the enemy are much exercised 
and burdeued by the necessity for subsisting 
tbe Choctaw Indian nation. Arrangementa 
have been made for effectually intercepting 
any additional provision transports sent by the 
enemy. 

They show a disposition to attempt gettiug 
possession of Northwestern Arkansas, but are

Gamble. The Legislature, at Jefferson City, 
seems to be proceeding as if they had uo rivals 
in Dixie. Tbe new batch of legislator* are 
working into harness, but are uuable to de- 
cide upon a candidate for tbe United States 
Senate. General Bliir would be the uuani- 
moua choice, but il is uoe'erstood thai be 
yields in favor of his frieuda, Glover and Brown. 
A new member from tbe interior seem* to 
have fallen like a thunderbolt upou tbe de 
liberations of that stsiJ body- Mr: ifcork 
meyer, of whom it is said thai he has that rare 
gift, ability to "see two bides of a thing," and 
is posscs-ed with all rare knowledge aud 
liberal culture. The proBy sessions and youih- 
tul effusions of the honorable body get severe- 
ly overhauled occasionally by the tame 
Brockmeyer. 

A Southern Paper Proposes to Restore 
ius Union. — The Murfrccaboro correspond- 
ent of tbe Cincinnati Gazette is responsible 
for the following: 

Somewhere in the South is published a pa 
per called the "Southern Union." aud, won- 
derful as il may seem, this sheet, which the 
"Confederacy" declares is "diminutive in size, 
circulation and influence, bash.d the audacity 
lo propose a restoration ot the old Union. 
There is no doubt of it, for the "Confederacy" 
declares it in the words I have quoted, and 
proceeds to rail at the "diminutive" concern 
after this wise : 

"We advise the editor, Mr. Murray, te go to 
New England, believing him to be ukfrieudly 
to the country in which be lives, aud that 
Massachusetts is tbe only suitable place for 
him.

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Look Out, Gen. Butlbr !— The New York 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Press says 
that Geu. Butler may as wdl prepare himself 
for a terrible "revelation" shortly concerning 
bis administration in New Orleans. There is 
stopping lu that city at present a gt-nik-mau of 
New Orleans, who was a Lieutenant in the 
rebel a: my prior to the capture ot the city, 
and did military duty at Fort Pillow.

Internal Revenue Decision.— The follow- 
ing decision has been made by tbe Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, concerning cou- 
pons or bonds issued by or in aid of a railroad 
company. In cases of bonds issued by a State, 
county, city or town, iu aid of a railroad com- 
pany, whereof the interest is to be paid by the 
company, the Government tax of three per 
centum must be withheld, although neither 
bond nor coupon may express tbe liability of 
the company — such an arrangement being 
virtually an iudorsement of tbe company's 
bonds by the said State, county, city or town. 
Whether tbe interest is paid by the State, 
county, city or town, and received from the 
railroad company, or paid directly by the com- 
pany to the bondholders, is immaterial. In 
either case the managers of the company must 
account to the Government for the tax. When 
bonds arc issued in or in aid of a railroad 
company, tbe interest of which is made pay- 
able in a foreign country, such interest will 
not be subject to taxation under tho 8lst sec 
tion of the Excise law. 

Tbb Income Tax — As the internal revenue 
act now stands, a tax of three per cent, is laid 
upon all iucoines which exceed tbe sum of 
six hundred dollars, leaving an income tax of 
twelve dollars payable upon a salary or other 
income of one thousand dollars a year. The 
Congressional committee now propose to de- 
duct a man's rent from the taxable portion of 
his income so that a man who receives a sal- 
ary of one thousand dollars and who pay* a 
rent of three hundred dollars a year, ia re- 
quired to pay a tax on one hundred dollars 
only — or three dollars a year — and in similar 
proportion for acy amount of income less than 
ten thousand dollars a year. In other words, 
the original exemption of six huudred dollars 
is increased by the amount of house rent 
paid.

Th* Nashville Uuion of yesterday, brings us 
particulars oi the fight at Franklin, Tenn., of 
which our retders have already been partially 

informed. Ihe Culon says : 

General Gibert sent out three regiments of 
Infantry and abitlery, on a certain expedition, 
with instructions uot to brlug on a fight, but 
to keep up slarmUhlDg if they encountered 
the enemy. The design was we believe to 
effect a Junclbn with another force. A few 
miles out thej fell In with a smill force of the 
rebel cavalry, aud attacking them drove them 
back, In the vicinity of the Columbia Uke, 
near West Earpeth, some four miles from 
Franklin, when they were suddenly flanked 
by an overwhelming force of Van Dora's cav 
airy, with motnted infantry and artillery. A 
tierce engo^esient ensued, during which our 
forces, beiug assailed by at least four times 
thaiir pyvu nuubar, were driven back. During 
the light the battery in charge of the 85ih 
Indiana was attacked by K > rebel negro regi- 
ment*. Our artillerists dou'^h -shotted their 
guus and cut ihe black rebels to Liecos, and 
Drought tLeir battery safely off. 

The lunt began with skirmishing at about 
nine o'clock in the morning, and lasted until 
three in the afternoon. Our forces retreated 
into Franklin, with a reported loss of five 
hundred killed, wound. t!, aud missing; 
another informint reduce* the loss to three 
hundred, and it Is likely that even this is sn 
txiggerauon. It U said that the Colonel In 
command of the expedition was killed. We 
have heard no statement of the rebel loss. 
The tiring was dUtlnaly heard at Franklin 
during the thy. Why re-cufornemeots 
were not sent out from the large force station- 
ed at Franklin, we are unable to imagine It 
appears parting strange that an army which 
could have crusfied tb# rebel force to pieces, 
was kept Idle while the thunuer of a t>ji'.t Je 
raging not four miles off, was sounding, for 
six hours in their ears. 

We must express our doubt ae to the Union's 
statement, that two rebel negro regiments 
were in the engagement.

A correspondent of the Union gives the 
following account of the fight; 

Franklin, March 6. 
For the past two days our little town has 
been all astir with "wars and rumors of wars," 
Interspersed with the unmistakable sound of 
musketry and the heary roar of artillery: and 
it is not without s pang of regret that 1 must 
announce the perpetration of a blunder that 
seems to hare become chronic since this war 
began. Will our men ever learn Ihenece Bsiiy 
for ceaseless vigilance? Can they not gather 
wisdom Irom experience, and guard against 
dangers patent to every oue save those most 
directly iu con i je i with them? Gen. Hoser 
crans may develop the most profound plans 
for the aestruction of the rebel army, but the 
nt gligonce of one or two subordinate officers 
may defeat him more effectually than Bragg 
or Jo. Jobcstop can. It is to be hoped thai 
this is "positively the L>st appearance of such 
criminal negligence on the i art oi Federal 
officers. 

it is well known that Vau Dora, with ten or 
twelve thousand men, has been at Spring Hill 
lor a wetk or more. Tne appearance of rebel 
cavalry on onr outposts has been of utily oc> 
currence for some lime, and frequent skir- 
mishes with the troops uuder Colonel Opdyke 
had takeu place, tlways resulting in our lavor. 
It was clear that the rebel plan was to draw 
the troops fronj this place and then attack 
them iu the rear. 

Oa Monday a rcconnoissance was ordered 
in the direction of Spring Dill, and the 33d 
Indiana, l'J'h Michigan, '.Wd Wisconsin, 85ih 
Indiana, with the 18:h Ohio battery, 9:h Penn- 
r \ 1 van a, and 2d Michigan cavalry, composed 
tne ton e, uii under the command of Col. Col- 
burn, of the 88d Ind. After advancing four or 
five miles with some feki.iuiahing, encamped 
lor the night, resuming our auvance on 
Thursday morning, the enemy resisting 
and falling back lrum onr advance with con- 
siderable evidences of disorder. Our troops 
were in the highest possible Bpirlts and up to 
tnis lime e-onfiileui of sutcess. So well did 
everything go to sll appearances, th .t a feel- 
ing ai security orercame their vigilance, and 
leu to the uegkot of those precautions which 
should never be omitted. When we reached 
Thcmpeon's Siatiou, we were suddtnly and 
unexpectedly greeted with the thunder ol 
three batteries from as many commanding 
bights, while at almost the same lusiant 
LAuvy linasses ot luiantry appeared as If by 
uugicou either fi ink, 

The natural result of this discovery was 
some confusion; but, nevertheless, our men 
showed tne m^st det-rmined courage, and 
boldly cha-ged one of the rebel batteries. No 
infantry was se-n near this battery uutil our 
men approached within a few yards of It. 
w heu lu* i rebels rose from behind a stone lencu, 
whtre they had been t ix ciuilfy coneeuitu, 
and trom whence they poured a meat deadly 
lire ou our men, first checking and then driv- 
ing them back with heavy loss to us and but 
little to themselves. Ou other parts of the 
field, however, the rebels lost severely; but, 
completely surroauded as our forces were, 
by luiantiy, with three batteries of ar- 
tillery disgorging their death-dealing mis- 
sules fill upou them, and no reasonable 
hopes of immediate re euforceaunts, it was 
not strange that they yieided to the "inexora- 
ble logic of events," und most of the 33d In- 
diaua, &kh Indiana, 19.h Michigan, 22i Wis- 
consin regiments, with their commissioned 
officers, are Vau Dora's prisoueis. Our artil- 
lery was withdrawn without loss. Re-enforce 
ments were sent forward by Gen. Gilbert, but 
had not lime to reach the ground to prevent 
the d easier. Stragglers continued to arrive 
until night, and mauy of the wonnded have 
been brought in to-day. The rebels, apparent- 
ly satisfied with 
to Spring Hill. 

It ut impossible to furnish an accurate or 
eveu proximate idea ol the killed or wounded 
on either tide. Twenty or thirty rebel pris- 
oners were taken.
